1.  Cowsheds  and  Dairies. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  27  cowkeepers  on  the 
rec  iator  and  the  approximate  total  number  of  cows  in  milk  was  460. 
The  number  of  retail  purveyors  on  tie  register  was  3G  of  whoa  four 


had  their  premises  outside  the  Borough. 

During  the  year  one  old  wooden  cowshed  was  demolished  and 
a  new  one  erected;  with  this  exception  the  condition  of  the  sheds 
and  milk  shops  remains  the  sane  as  in  former  years. 

2.  Graded  Milks. 

Ono  licence  for  bottling  and  five  licences  for  the  sole  of 
"Tuberculin  Tested"  milk;  one  for  bottling  and  one  for  the  sale 
of  "Accredited"  milk;  and  one  for  the  sale  of  "Pasteurised"  milk 
were  Issued  by  tl*e  Council  during  the  year. 

3 .  Adulteration  of  III lk . 

During  the  year  70  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  to  the 

County  Analyst;  in  10  Instances  the  sample  was  below  the  standard 
and  the  vendor  was  warned.  Ho  legal  proceedings  were  taken. 

(b)  Meat  Supply: 

1.  Meat ■ 

All  animals  slaughtered  for  food  In  the  borough  are  slaughtered 
at  the  Public  Abattoir,  St.  Annes.  The  abattoir  is  under  the 
control  of  the  5  inis try  of  Food,  but  a  sanitary  inspector  is 
present  at  the  time  of  slaughtering  and  inspects  all  meat,  luring 
the  year  20  tons  3  cwt.  were  condemned  raalnly  on  account  of 
tuberculosis .

2 .  other  Foods. 

All  food  shops  ere  regularly  inspected  and  during  the  year 
some  351  lbs.  of  fish;  390  tinned  foods  and  a  number  of  other 

food  stuffs,  o.g.  fowls,  bacon,  etc.  were  condemed. 

PREVALENCE  OF  A'lD  CONTROL  QVLR  DISEASE 

(a)  notifiable  Diseases 

1.  Scarlet  Fever  j 

There  lias  been  a  considerable  Increase  in  the  prevalence  of 
scarlet  fever,  90  cases  having  been  notified  as  compared  with  49 
In  the  previous  year,  * Ivlng  an  attack  rate  of  2.9  per  1  000  as 
compared  with  1.5  in  1241*  One  case  occurred  in  a  non-civilian. 

The  disease  was  on  the  whole  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths  • 

There  were  two  return  cases  curing  the  year  arid  in  11  instances 
mre  than  one  case  occurred  in  the  same  house,  there  being  seven 
houses  with  two  cases  each;  three  houses  with  three  cases  each; 
and  one  house  with  four  cases. 

The  age  and  sex  distribution  are  shown  in  the  following  table. 
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2.  Diphtheria . 

There  was  a  slight  increase  in  the  prevalence  of  diphtheria; 
23  cases  -  Including  two  non-civilians  -  having  been  notified  as 
compared  with  19  in  1941.  The  attack  rate  was  0.73  per  1,000  as 
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against  0.59  in  1041.  There  was  one  death,  an  uninmnieed  boy 
aged  six  years,  giving  a  case  ortality  of  43  per  cent,  and  a 
death  rate  of  0.03  per  1,000. 

The  condition  of  the  cases  as  regards  imnunisation  is  as 

follows 

Two  caseB  had  only  received  one  dose  0.2  c.c.  of  A.P.T. 
and  were  not  protected.  Five  cases  had  received  full  doses  at 
periods  varying:  from  4  years  to  12  years  before  the  attack. 

These  were  all  riild  cases  and  In  three  the  diagnosis  was  open 
to  considerable  doubt;  one  of  these  developed  measles  and  one 
a  scarlatinal  rash  shortly  after  admission,  and  in  the  third  the 
diagnosis  was  based  on  the  bacteriological  evidence  alone

One  case  of  Enteric  and  two  of  Paratyphoid  B  fever  were 
notified  during  1942,  all  of  whom  recovered.  The  source  of  infect!  ni 
could  not  be  traced  in  any  of  the  cases  and  there  were  no  secondary 

cases .

4.  Cerebro -Spinal  Meningitis . 

Two  cases  of  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  -  one  a  non-civilian 
were  notified  during  the  year.  The  civilian  case,  a  female  ated 
31  years,  was  admitted  to  Lytham  Hospital  end  recovered  without 

any  paralysis. 

5 •  Puerperal  Pyrexia . 

Seven  cases  were  notified  during  the  year:  in  only  one  of 
which  the  pyrexia  was  considered  to  bo  due  to  sepsis.  All  the 
cases  made  a  good  recovery. 

6.  Keaslca . 

There  was  a  decline  in  the  prevalence  of  measles,  110  cases 
having  been  notified  as  compared  with  334  in  1941 .  T1  ere  were  no  |

Maternal  Mortality. 


TJiere  was  one  maternal  death  during  the  year;  death  be^nr 
attributed  to  broncho-pneumonia  following  caesarean  sectionfor 
placenta  pracvla. 

The  death  rate  was, therefore,  3.31* per  1,000  total  births 
compared  with  3.54  for  the  previoue  year. 

Maternity  Services . 

The  arrangements  mde  with  tli©  St.Annes  V<ar  Memorial  and 
the  Lytiiam  Hospitals  for  the  admission  of  maternity  cases  remained 
in  operation.  During  the  year  71  cases  were  admitted  to  Lytham 
Hospital  and  73  to  the  Var  Memorial  Hospital  under  these  arrange¬ 
ments.  In  addition  to  the  cases  admitted  under  the  Corporation's 
Scheme  a  considerable  number  are  .admitted  privately  to  both 
hospitals  as  Jmj  be  Judged  from  the  fact  that  during  the  year 
there  were  only  22  domiciliary  births  in  the  Borough, 

Ante-Natal  Clinic . 

An  antenatal  clinic  is  held  once  a  months  at  each  of  these 
Hospitals  were  cases  referred  to  the  Consulting  Obstetrician  by 
private  practitioners  are  seen  by  him.  During  the  year  22  women 

attended  these  clinics.

Infant  Mortality. 

During  the  year  12  resident  Infants  -  6  males  and  6  females  - 
died  before  reaching  one  year  of  age;  11  were  legitimate  and  1

1,412  total  visits  to  children  under  one  year  of  age,  and  1,976 
visits  to  children  aged  between  one  and  five  years  Their  also 
paid  96  first  and  361  total  visits  to  expectant  mothers. 

Infant  Welfare  Centres . 

The  two  infant  welfare  centres  continued  to  be  held  at  the 
Public  Offices,  St,  Annes  and  Lythaza  Baths  on  Tuesday  and  Thursday 

afternoons  respectively.
